Sierra Madre City Attorney Charles Martin 
and Fred Lyte, developer/friend of Martin, des¬ 
cribed a “winning team” in development concepts 
to the Sierra Madre City Council at a study session 
Monday evening. 

Although Lyte repeatedly told council members 
that he was “not looking to go to work for you,” he 
had several remarks about the work he had done to 
put Irwindale on the map. He said he was only here 
(in Sierra Madre) because Martin had asked him to 
come. 

Lyte pointed out a few basic rules to go along 
with his development concept and described the 
winning team on which he and Martin sit. Others 
who have contributed to augmenting the taxes for 
Irwindale are an engineer, assistant city manager and 
a public relations person who “deals with the public 
and with the newspapers.” And this six-person team 
has brought Irwindale from a gravel pit with $25,000 
tax base to one which is enticing the Raiders Football 
team and a town which has $28 million in the 


bank, Lyte explained. 

Martin is city attorney and city manager of 
Irwindale. 

“Charlie is a genius in coordination, motiva¬ 
tion,” Lyte said, and suggested that Sierra Madre 
hire Martin on a contingency basis to spearhead a 
development campaign in Sierra Madre. “If he 
produces something ... If not, no money. It’s like 
a real estate commission.” 

Lyte described a typical Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency (CRA) project in which Martin as city 
manager is “the best in California.” Lyte explained 
that the winning team of six operates best with free¬ 
dom. “There should be proper lines of communica¬ 
tion between staff and city council. The whole staff 
reports to the city council but Charlie is the glue . . . 
You need to avoid formal overseeing such as financial 
controls . . . We need flexibility . . . Council must 
give the staff freedom . . . Staff must know the 
council backs them up.”

Frank Goss, president of Building Systems,, 
Inc., and Diagnostic Engineering-, Inc., pointed 
a finger at the present City Council and city ad¬ 
ministration for his decision to move his two 
businesses out of Sierra Madre soon. He is exploring 
leases within a mile of Sierra Madre. 

His reason, specifically? “The city’s handling 
of the lease at the former Lindberg property. I thought 
the city had been manipulative and extraordinarily 
unauthentic. Essentially, the city could have chosen 
to work with us. Clearly they are not with us and 
have taken prohibitively long to give answers. They 
discouraged us and stalled. Out commitment level 
had been very high. At times the city’s dealings have 
been so unforthright that it is appartent to us that 
the city doesn’t want businesses. It is so discouraging. 

I own property here. I work on civic levels and 
donate quite heavily. For a city to discourage a 
tenant to this magnitude, especially a home boy . . . 
1 hold largely the City Council and city administra¬ 
tion responsible for my decision and it is with great 
regret that we leave here.” 

Goss pointed out that he has computed the 
financial loss to the city in only lunches and 
daily shopping by his 75 to 80 employees. 

“If you estimate only $10 daily per individual 
that means a loss of at least $1000 per day to 
the city. There are also 20 who have moved into 
the town, as renters or as owners of homes here. 
We have encouraged our people to become a 
part of the town,” Goss explained. 

He is leaving over 50(X) square feet in Sam 
Perloff’s building, formerly Lindberg’s; 8000 square 


feet in the Old City Hall, and about 2000 square 
feet in the space at 28 Windsor. That is 15,000 
square feet up for lease and Goss has subleasing 
rights on all that property. 

“I haven’t consulted with the persons from whom 
I’m leasing,” he explained but added that people 
are scurrying to rent the area. 

To whom is he planning to lease these pro¬ 
perties? To general offices. 

“Most retailers would find the cost prohibitive,” 
he said. 

He continued, “We’ve dumped $300,000 to 
$400,000 in improvements here and used local people. 
We’ve improved the city of Sierra Madre.” 

Is there any chance of changing his mind 
about moving? “If we thought we would get more 
cooperation from the city . . . People are falling 
all over themselves to get our leases. We’re per¬ 
ceived as a quality business. We work daily to im¬ 
prove the environment.” 

In the December edition of Inc. magazine, 
the firm was chosen one of the 500 fastest growing, 
quality businesses in the United States. They rated 
283rd out of 500 in growth and “A” for quality. 
“There are very few A’s in the 500” he noted. 

Concerning Patricia Sullivan-Goss’ gallery which 
was housed on North Baldwin, the area has been 
fenced off since the extensive earthquake damage, 
Goss said, “We can’t do anything. We don’t own 
the building. Trish’s business disappeared over¬ 
night. We don’t have a lot of options. We’ll stay

Tragic mistake 
if companies ieave 

There is a disturbing story on the 
front page of this newspaper this week. 

A hometown boy, Frank Qoss, says 
he is puiiing up stakes and leaving his 
three commercial rentals because of the 
discourteous treatment he feels he has 
had from city hall. 

Not only is this a loss of friends — 
and we have ail made friends in his 80 
employees — but it is a considerable loss 
of revenue to the city. 

If his 80 employees eat lunch and 
do shopping in our stores daily, their 
leaving represents a substantial loss not 
only to the restaurants but also to the 
shops in town. Several of these employees 
live in town, either having purchased 
homes or are renting homes. 

At a time when a big city developer 
suggests that one form of revenue might 
be for the city to romance a big company 
to bring its headquarters to town (a story 
also on the front page), it seems ridicu¬ 
lous that we are driving one away instead 
of “romancing” him. This company has 
)ust made the top 500 as published by Inc. 
magazine in December. 

Where do the problems lie? He says 
he has fielded one problem after another 
from city hall. He says there has been little 
cooperation and help when he desperately 
needed to expedite moving to the latest 
property on Sierra Madre Blvd. because 
his company is growing so fast. 

Goss points out that if he subleases 
these areas no retail can afford to pay 
the prices anyway. So we would simply 
be trading a top floor business that we 
have seen grow from a small plant to a 
huge tree for someone we don’t know. 

It’s not wise. And it’s not frugal. 

Let’s get behind Frank Goss and urge 
him to retain Sierra Madre as headquar¬ 
ters for Building Systems Evaluation, Inc. 
and Diagnostic Engineering, Inc. 

Let’s keep our hometown boy in his 
hon retown.

SHRINKING... 

AN AVOIDABLE EVIL 

By Joe Delgatto 

Unfortunately, most of us have bought 
clothes that seemed perfect in every way — 
only to have it shrink when it was cleaned 
or laundered. What a disappointment! Actual¬ 
ly, shrinking is due primarily to only three 
major causes. 

IMPROPER HANDLING: This, though 
often overlooked, is one ol the prime causes 
of shrinkage. Especially true ol woolens. Most 
frequent mistake made is using too high a 
temperature - either from drying, pressing or 
the cleaning process. 

STRETCHING IN MANUFACTURE; 
Little known and less suspected, this is a real 
headache. Who would think tliai a manu¬ 
facturer would stretch part ol the labric ol a 
dress to cause it to have a certain drape or 
effect? Well, they do and the result is pain-J 
ful to behold. Get caught in a rain and the 
drape changes. Have the dress cleaned and the 
same thing results. The labric simply reverts 
back to the original shape and si/e. Most ol 
these we can take apart and restretch just as 
the manufacturer did, put the pieces back 
together and it looks as it originally did. 

NOT PRE-SHRUNK: This is a major evil. 
Why, is difficult to understand, but some 
manufacturers do use fabric without bothering 
to pre-shrink it. FOR III IS ^OU DO HAVE 
A REMEDY. Check the labels. If the fabric 
has been pre-shrunk, the label will say so. 
If not - just don’t buy it.

Crippled! Handi¬ 
capped! Disabled! These 
are harsh words with al¬ 
most unkind connota¬ 
tions. We usually use 
these terms in connection 
with our physical well 
being. Yet, the reality is 
that most of us are 
spiritually crippled, 
theologically handi¬ 
capped, religiously dis¬ 
abled. 

Clyde pointed this out 
and proceeded to tell us 
that the real tragedy is 
that we accommodate 
this disability by catering 
to it. We develop routines 
to expedite our lameness 
and this makes us even 
more lame. It’s tough 
for crippled people to 
believe that they will ever 
walk again. Similarly, it’s 
difficult for those who 
are spiritually crippled 
to feel that they can 
ever be made whole. But 
the wonderful news is 
that they can and one of 
the ministries of the 
church is to facilitate the 
healing process. 

There are 3 basic 
ways in which the church 
can be a facilitator in 
the recovery. The first, 
and most obvious, is to 
capture their attention 
and demand that they 
take notice.

fire. The auto owner called the fire department and 
by then the auto was totally involved in flames, 
Kramer said. 

“In routine aaion we took a look around the 
building and found 14 separate fire code violations. 
It had been inspected in May or June and had 
gone downhill in maintenance since. Both the busi¬ 
ness owner and building owner were instructed to 
bring it up to code,” Kramer explained. 

In the old code regular single pane glass is 
allowed but in the new code safety glass is impera¬ 
tive, Kramer said. 

“They will probably be closed down for a week 
to 10 days while all the violations are corrected. 
Property loss was about $1900, $700 to the stucture 
and $1200 to the 1977 Cadillac which was a total 
loss,” Kramer said.

He said if such a development campaign suc¬ 
ceeds, people often get jealous. If it fails, the 
public .says, “I told you so. Expect criticism,” he 
cautioned. That criticism has been evident in out-of- 
town newspapers and in a letter to the editor in The 
News this week. 

Martin originally set the stage for Lyte by des¬ 
cribing the downward trend that is a Sierra Madre 
ailment now . 

“Statewide, the average cities have a $100 per 
capita sales tax,” he explained. Sierra Madre City 
Administrator Jim McRea added that Sierra Madre’s 
is only $18 per capita. 

Martin said. “We’re operating on one-fifth the 
tax b,ise that other cities have.” Average cities are 
now funded 30 percent on property tax; Sierra 
Madre is “about 10 percent,” Martin explained. 
“The population hasn’t grown in 20 years. The city 
has to plan for the future and the four main 
possibilities of growth are industrial, commercial, 
recreational and residential,” Martin explained. 

The chance for industrial is out, he said. “Hav¬ 
ing industrial growth is unlikely.” 

He said, “Commercial is always available but 
to get commercial activity you need a magnet such 
as a large grocery store. Or you might turn downtow n 
into a quaint v illage by hav ing a theme drive. 

“In a residential category, you could turn to 
condos and apartments or go to larger estates. 

“In the category of health and recreation, we 
have our hillsides available for sanitariums, R and R 
(rest and relaxation) for large corporations or 
recreational size hotels.” 

Lyte said, “Irwindale had the same problem. 
The tax base was based on the sand and gravel tax 
that was declining . . . We went into a CRA program 
for industrial development that was very successful.” 

He described the present senior citizen center, 
subsidization of 42 homes (anyone who wants to 
upgrade can get a $10,000 grant). There’s a sw imming 
pool and the highest public employee payroll in 
the San Gabriel Valley. Also a restaurant, all paid 
for with CRA funds.” 

They attracted Miller Brewing Company by 
condemning the drag strip and also boast the 
corporate headquarters of Home Savings. 

“There’s no question we’ve been successful.” 

He described how they had to bend rules from 
time to time and illustrated hiring a helicopter for 
$1800 to take prospective buyers around the area. 
“If we had to have two hearings (to get permission) 
to spend that $1800 . . . We need flexibility.” 

He said it was also important to take the com¬ 
munity into confidence. “We’ll take anyone for a 
ride,” he explained, referring to ‘a helicopter or 
auto ride through Irwindale. 

City Councilman Clem Bartolai was concerned 
about Sierra Madre’s parking problems and asked 
what the winning team does about existing develop¬ 
ment such as redevelopment of old parking 
problems. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan wondered about 
how the girth of Irwindale and its development 
compares to Sierra Madre. “What you’ve des¬ 
cribed is Irwindale ... but we’re looking at a limited 
approach in Sierra Madre. How big does it (a 
development) have to be practical for our CRA?” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler was concerned 
about disturbing the hills. 


Councilman Bruce Crow said, “In 30 years we 
haven’t put anything back into the city. The library 
needs $2 million for an expansion project. The 
water mains are 60 years old. If we had $1 million 
more a year we could start maintaining the city.” 
Later in an interview. Crow seemed to support the 
proposed development projects more than other 
councilmembers. 

McRea pointed out that Sierra Madre’s tax 
increment is 100 percent because of an earlier appli¬ 
cation while other cities arc at a 50 percent level. 

Martin tentatively agreed with Fowler con¬ 
cerning development of the hills above Sierra 
Madre and suggested looking for large corporations 
who might want their headquarters in Sierra Madre. 

The first rule, both Lyte and Martin stressed, is 
to determine which direction the town wishes to take. 

Lyte explained, “One of the rules vnii must have 
is condemnation,” deciding on the takeover of an 

area for a CRA project and offering an equitable 
sale price for the area. At this point Sierra Madre 
does not promote condemnation or eminent domain, 
as it is usually termed. 

Mayor Buchan said, “We’re trying to keep the 
image and upgrade the commercial. If a company 
needed 26 acres, we don’t have it to promote.” 

Martin stressed again, “The first step is 
deciding that you want to do something.” 

Lyte went to the next route, “In Irwindale we 
were strong on using consultants. We used the 
theory of bringing in something where we’ll make 
money. If we don’t, thanks a lot . . . You need to 
create an environment ... If they’re looking for 
400,000 square feet, we ride the area and answer 
the questions, ‘What’s the water and power supply?’ 
Let them know you’re in business and service 
them.” 

Lyte described how he originally romanced 
the Miller’s Brewery to Irwindale. He was at a 
cixktail party and “someone said Miller was looking. 
They wanted our drag strip. 1 approached them 
and we tried eminent domain. The strip cost $9 
million and we sold it to Miller for $1. Miller 
built a 300 million unit on the property.” 

Crow suggested a “plan” for redevelopment 
but Martin countered, “I don’t believe in pre¬ 
planning to that extent. Let the developer tell you 
what he wants then you find the space.” 

Lyte added, “Baldwin Park would have given 
Millers 26 acres but we charged $3 million . . . We 
took it out from under them.” 

The mayor pointed out that much of down¬ 
town Sierra Madre is pre-code, build before the 
modern earthquake code was implemented. 
“Most (buildings) are unreinforced masonry. We 
can’t go on with these hazardous buildings.” 

Martin suggested, “Take the area of Crystal 
Farms to the old hospital. That could be a three 
story building.” 

Crow asked, “Charlie said we can’t raise taxes.” 

Martin explained, “You can but you would 
need a three-fourths vote. That’s nearly impossible. 
It’s a good way to be recalled.” 

Lyte offered, “We refer to communities as 
‘geraniums’ or ‘smokestack sets.’ We need to get the 
matter (of categorizing Sierra Madre) first.” 

Martin said, “Nothing should be construed 
here as recommendations,” sounding much like the 
unwilling maiden.
